PROPOSED CHANGES 
IN PARIS. DRAINAGE 
SYSTEM EXPENSIVE 


Total Estimated Cost of Un: 
dertaking Is Forty-Four 
Million Dollars—Report to 
Be Submitted. | 


BIG SUM FOR CANAL 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
PARIS—M. Colmet Daage, the chiel 


water engineer of Paris, has recommend: 
ed that immediate steps be taken ta 
make the Paris drainage system capable 
of dealing effectively with the saturated 
condition of the subsoil. The prefet of 
the department of the Seine, impressed 
by the chief engineer’s report, has asked 
the Paris municipal council to vote the 
sum of $400,000 to enable the work 
to be done, but this proposed remedy is 
regarded as totally inadequate to deal 
with the troublesome question of the 
overflowing of the Seine. 

A special committee has been appoint- 
el by the government to investigate the 
whole question of the overflow of the 
Seine, and to report upon the best means 
of avoiding in the future any repetition 


of past experiences. The committee 
having finished their investigation, their 
report will be submitted in a few days 
to the government by M. Alfred Picard. 

The report can be divided into two 
sections, says the Matin. The first will 
concern the local preventive measures, 
which can be made at once, such as raia- 
ing several portions of the walls along 
the river, and precautions for the protec- 
tion of the various railway lines which 
run beside the river, 

The second, on the other hand, will 
have to do with more important under: 
takings in and around Paris, 

These works would iuclude the deepen- 
ing of the narrow arm of the Seine on 
the left side of the Ile de la Cite. This, 
it is estimated, would coat 84,400,000, 
The committee would also recommend 
the dredging of the bed of the Seine be- 
low Paris between Suresnes and Bougi- 
val, and of this the cost would probably 
be 86,000,000. 

Finally it is proposed that a cana) be 
dug from the Marne, near Meaux, to the 
Seine below Paris, in the neighborhood 
of Epinay. It is estimated that .the 
erention of this canal would mean an ex- 
penditure of $34,000,000. 

Thus the total cost of these pre- 
ventive measures is estimated at $44,- 
400,000, It is proposed that the munie- 
ipal council of Paris should furnish . 
one half of this sum, while 810,000,000 
should be raised by taxing river trafic, 
and the balance be voted by the state 
from ordinary or special taxes, 

Of course these are only the proposals 
of the committee, but it is sufficient 
to show what a huge task the French 
government will have before them to pre- 
vent ey éverfiow of the Seine in the 
future.

A YEAR'S IMPORTS 


WARITTINGTON--Ameriean cotton man: 
ufneturers are given some timely advice 
ina report submitted to the department 
of commerce and labor by Commercial 
Agent John M, Turner, who writes from 
Porte Rico concerning the trade in that 
countrys 

Imports into Porto Rico for 100 of 
cotton cloth manufactured in the United 
States aggregated 44,154,020 yarida, 
valued at $2,451,042, and the value of 
other cotton goods was $1,230,082, mak- 
ing a total of 83,082,324, Imports of all 
classes of cotton goods from other coun- 
tries were valued roundly at 808,000, 

In a population of a little over 1,000,- 
000, it is quite safe to say that every 
person above the age of 2 years wears 
cotton cloth goods all the time. ‘The 
figures given above show that very 
nearly all of this material comes from 
the United States. Light material, 
offering a cool covering, is required, and 
when the designs are bright and attrac- 
tive the sale of the goods is materially 
assisted. 

Importers frequently visit New York, 
and possibly other American cities, 
make their selections, and salesmen from 
American factories and commission 
houses frequently cell on importers here 
with samples. Importations are made 
continuously, as the season here is the 
year around. There is a large demand 
for fine goods. Porto Rico ladies wear 
the finest wash material, and price is 
not so much a factor as an attractive 
design. 

Much drawn work and fancy em- 
broidery is made on the island, from 
Which the yokes and trimming are se- 
lected, and it is not at all unusual to see 
ladies clad in wash dresses costing quite 
as mich as tailor-made gowns would 
cost in the United States, There is a 
very large trade in medium and cheap 
grade goods for the colored population, 
aus they are very liberal buyers. 

There are many importers with large 
capital and excellent credit in the island. 
In this branch losses are aeldom made, 
and failures of dry goods importing 
houses rarely occur, 

Laundry work is generally in the in- 
terest of an incrensed trade in material, 
Washing by the natives is done largely 
in the rivers, a convenient stone and a 
club offering the most available mente 
of eradicating the dirt, a larbed-wire 
fence the easiest moana of drving the 
‘lothing, and where thie le not available 
the bushes in the vielnity of the wash 
plive are tiwed, The lroning of washed 
Mothing ja an art in Porto Rico, as 
lntindresmes seo fo otnderatund to on 
high degree the correct amount of stared 
and labor to put on to a garment, Many 
atrangers ylelting the laland have mur: 
veled at the beautiful condition in whieh 
wash clothing ta returned from the na- 
tive laundress, vet the methods may not 
be all that, are desired to extend the life 
of garments,

our readers to bear in mind the reasonable and sensible request 
embodied in the mayor's words. ‘To throw waste about and to dis- 
figure the streets with this unlovely disorder is a matter of thought- 
less selfishness. 

_ We have intimated before this that neat and clean streets are 
quite as much a part of the esthetic development of a city as are 
its picture galleries and its public statues, and there is no one of us 
who cannot contribute to that development by a little thought fulness 
and self-denial. When we read of London in the sixteenth century 
or the fearsome thir; that happened in the streets and wvnds of 
Edinburgh; when we read about the pariah dogs in Constantinople 
or the alleys in some Italian towns, we take to ourselves very con- 
siderable gratulation that we are not as the inhabitants of these old 
places. But when we have read our newspaper and are about to 
conunit it to the general care of the public, let us follow Jefferson's 
advice and count ten. When we have picnicked in some quiet wood, 
where there are soft pine needles and friendly. twittering little birds, 
let us pause before we erect to the memory of our prandial hunger 
a greasy cenotaph of sandwich papers. It is amazing how well the 
landscape looks in the conspicuous absence of these articles of second- 
hand commerce, even if some freeman has been rudely inter- 
rupted in the genial work of strewing the plain with empty sardine 
tins. We are all the trustees of the public credit, and if we are 
recreant the public suffers but remembers. 

One of the things upon which the more enthusiastic advocates 
of universal suffrage are never tired of dilating is that in democracies 
all are given equal rights and equal opportunities of Wnprovement. 
Perhaps we shall the more clearly grasp this proposition and its use 
if we bear in mind that there is no right to commit a wr mig, and that 
improvement is only half achieved that does not show itself. in 
greater honesty, courtesy, deference and unselfishness. These are 
not rhetorical phrases; they are necessary tools in the fashioning of 
a state. To throw a piece of paper into a street, or upon a grass 
plot, or on a floor, is to shirk the responsibility of its proper disposal 
and to thrust it upon some one else that rightfully has not incurred 
the responsibility. Mr. Fitzgerald is quite right when he says that 
if citizens can be careful in these matters for the few davs of a con- 
vention they can well be so all the time, and we trust that they will 
prove the correctness of what his honor says.

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It comes with very good authority that in 
the recent interview at Beverly the President 
did not press Collector Loeb to seek or to 
accept the Republican nomination for the 
governorship of New York, in succession to 
Charles Evans Hughes, and that Mr. Loeb 
is more desirous of continuing in his present 
position than of any advancement in politics 
| that seemingly may await him. ‘To those 

who are unfamiliar with the situation, this 
indifference of Collector Loeb to an opportunity that would be 
grasped by the average Republican leader of New York will seem 
inaccountable, And yet there are personal as well as public reasons 
to hold him in his present place. He has made a distinguished 
record as collector of the first port of America, and he feels that 
until certain other of his purposed reforms shall be successfully 
carried out this record will not be complete. A powerful influence 
has been working to separate hin from this office, and it may be 
that many of those who would gladly see him elected Governor are 
influenced largely by a desire to witness his exit from the collector- 
ship. This cannot be — against those leaders of the party 
who are most urgent in wishing him to become a candidate for the 
governorship, for what they are. seeking, manifestly, is harmony 
and the party's welfare. 

Personally, setting aside the honor attached to the highest 
political position the state has to offer, Mr. Loeb is said to feel that 
he would be more content to continue to draw the salary of the 
collectorship than to assume, with the honor, the great responsi- 
bilities attaching to the governorship, Ilis present work is entirely 
congenial to him; he has been successful in it; he might find success 
more difficult at ‘Albany, However, it may not lie altogether with 
Mr. Loeb to say whether he shall or shall not make the race.

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—_ - THE ramming of the Castine by the Bonita 
| on Monday shows vividly how modern war- 
fare demands constant vigilance. We say 
this in no spirit of criticism of the com- 
manders of the two vessels, but rather 
commend the officers of the Castine for the 
handy way in which she was beached. But 
it shows how the present high development 
: | of military resdurces by means of steam, 
electricity and explosives has made the 
modern war vessel as complicated a thing as the most delicate watch, 
and needing miore ceaseless care. Indeed, the naval man of today 
inust even guard against that bolt from the blue which now must be 
expected equally below and above the keel. The same necessity 
holds true in much the same degree of land forces as of sea, for the 
good old days of long winter cantonments and formal, almost recog- 
nized, notice of attack are long buried, never to reappear. Instead, 
we have a duty to be constantly on the watch, to guard against those 
forces of whatever military or naval kind that may menace our 
nation and its government. This extends to all organizations, 
whether within or without our national territory, that may threaten 
to take advantage of our lack of watchfulness. 
John Philpot Curran, in his speech on the right of election in 
1790, said: “It is the common fate of the indolent to see their rights 
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become a prey to the active. The condition upon whieh God hath 
given liberty to man is eternal vigilance; which condition if he break, 
servitude is at once the consequence of his crime and the punishment 
of his guilt.” In a republic whose constituent institutions are en- 
joyed by a population in many parts cosmopolitan, these words of 
the great Irishman ought never to be forgotten, for they embody 
advice that is weighty and sound, To guard against the organiza- 
tion of bodies in our midst, be they military or civil in character, 
that have for their aim the aggrandizement of their particular ol) 
jects to the detriment of the common weal, is the duty of all citizens, 
and as the orator said, the performance of this duty is the condition 
upon which they are granted liberty. There must be constant in the 
hearts of all citizens a firm intention to build up and to bind to- 
gether, and this work so vital to us in our new civilization and so 
imperative is never going to be done by boxes whose. inspiration 
must be a source that would share power with the common good, 
The common good is paramount, and such it will always be proved, 
When once it is apparent that the ultimate movement ofa factor 1 
our civil life.is centripetal, whatever name its incidental objective 
May bear, it bec yes at once a factor to he vigilantly \\ atchecl. Its 
orbit must touch the happiness of all with friendly help or it declares 
itself foe to that liberty which must always nourish our political 
strength. In the matter of the handling of our political fabric there 
can be no “middle wall of partition” in interest; there can be no 
empire within an empire, but free and clear under the heavens the 
state must stand, the care of every one, the property of none, 
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THE proposition to make Boston's comparatively clean streets 
still cleaner is a move in the right direction. There can be no better 
advertisement for a city than well-swept thoroughfares. Good 
municipal housekeeping is admired the world over. 


One of the most conservative agricultural 
newspapers in the land—the Rural New _ 
Yorker—stands behind the statement made Dairying 
by William Sinclair of Texas to the effect | 

that he is feeding a hundred cows oy prickly in 
pear cactus and getting wholly satisfactory 
results in butter and milk. Secretary 
Wilson has never gone quite so far as to 
recommend the prickly pear cactus as a diet 
for cows. It possibly may have been 1n his | 
mind to do so from time to time, but he has either restrained himselt 
or forgotten to mention it. On the other hand, Luther Burbank, No 
doubt anticipating the criticism it would call down upon him, has 
consistently hesitated to predict that the prickly pear cactus could, 
and would, be so denatured in time that man and beast devoid of 
wire gauze protectors would venture to mingle with its foliage. 

In its natural and untamed condition the prickly pear grove 
appeals to man and beast seeking shade or nutrition as would a 
tangled barbed wire fence, except, perhaps, that the pointed places on 
the latter would be less numerous, less rigid and less penetrating, but 
it appears that Mr. Sinclair, by means of a blow-torch, is able in a 
very short time to reduce the prickly pears to a condition where the 
cows can approach and feed upon them with impunity and complete 
satisfaction. Mr. Sinclair speaks in no doubtful terms of the result. 
He says that the prickly pear is all that could be desired as feed for 
cows. And he adds: “In many parts of the country the native 
prickly pear is growing in vast quantities. There are sections of it 
where there are several hundred tons of it to the acre. Where the 
natural growth is found it is cheap feed. With a gasoline cactus 
burner, costing $18, under his arm, and five gallons of gasoline, one 
man can ina few hours feed 100 cows all they can eat.” 

And this brings us to the real point. The prickly pear loves the 
desert, clings to it, thrives in it. It would flourish equally well in 
the Mojave or the Sahara, All it asks is a sandy soil and a rainless 
sky, Millions of tons of it might easily be raised in Arizona and 
Utah alone. There is a growing shortage in the milk and butter 
supply. Shall it be supplied in the future by the desert dairies? 
Why not?

Chat is, we are able to determine with great 
precision how much business we are doing 
with the eastern and western hemispheres, 
respectively, According to the latest com- 
putations the report for the fiseal year will 
show a very considerable increase in export sales to the markets of 
the western hemisphere, while the shipments to the markets of the 
eastern hemisphere will show a decline, Comparative tables of ex- 
ports covering the six years from 1005 to THLO exhibit a steady 
increase in our exports to western henusphere markets, while the 
volume of our exports to eastern hemisphere markets remains prac- 
tically stationary. 

Between 1005 and 1910 an increase of S146,834,551 is shown 
in the western hemisphere trade, while the gain of the last over the 
first named year in eastern hemisphere trade is $72,016,647. This 
gain is rather apparent than real, however, as it falls short of meeting 
the losses sustained in eastern hemisphere exports during the three 
preceding years. 

The manner in which our western trade gains have been made is 
interesting. Our sales to Canada since 1905) have increased 
$68,000,000; to Cuba, $14,000,000; to Mexico, $11,000,000: to Ar- 
gentine, $16,000,000, aml to Drazil. $11,000,000, While our ex- 
ports to neighboring countries have increased im SIX Vears nearly 
$147,000,000, our imports from them have increased only 
$112,000,000, 

The conclusion to be drawn ts that while it behooves us to con- 
tintie to look to all the world for our markets, the most tnviting field 
is that which is included in the western hennusphere. We are getting 
only a fraction of the trade that is within our reach in Latin-America.

the citizen of the greatest of the world’s empires, standing before 
Chatham's monument today, should be almost startled by the im- 
morality of the phrase, which by his ancestors was quoted with com- 
placency, 

The doctrine that trade follows the flag is a political principle 
Which is at the bottom of half the differences between nations. 
Nothing has conduced more to the strength of the British empire, 
and in few ways has the greatness of that empire been more mani- 
fested, than in the fact that wherever the Union Jack floats, the 
ports and markets are open to the world. When not long ago the 
various great luropean powers defined their spheres of intluence in 
China the theory of the “open door” was accepted in practise in the 
British sphere, and it was the closing of the door in other spheres 
which caused, and is still causing, friction between the powers in 
the far east. It is the fear that a Russian protectorate of northern 
Persia will close that vast territory to German enterprise that ‘is 
today responsible for much of the friction between the governments 
in St. Petersburg and in Berlin. It will be remembered that, owing 
to the inability of the court at Teheran to maintain order in the 
country, the two powers whase interests were most closely aftected— 
Russia and England—determined to take steps to enforce some mani- 
festation of order, to protect the trade routes, and to maintain 
security of life and property. The dividing line, however, between 
political influence and commercial influence is extremely vague, and 
it was not long before (over the question of the Persian loan) the 
government at Berlin found itself at serious disagreement with the 
government at St. Petersburg. The negotiations over a loan, to be 
raised on a guarantee of the. British and Russian governments, were 
repudiated by Persia, on the grounds that the terms constituted an 
interference with her political rights. Advantage of this was taken, 
by a group of German financiers, to attempt to promote a German 
loan, on the ground that the promotion of it was a purely economic 
transaction. To the Russian government this constituted an inter- 
ference on the part of Germany in a sphere regarded as under its 
own influences. Awaking to the fact that the German commercial 
mission to Persia was endeavoring to obtain concessions along the 
line of the Bagdad railway. so as to be able to push that country s 
commercial interests in northern Persia, Russia began to realize that 
a policy was being developed which, if allowed to mature, might 
create a sphere of German influence across her own route to the 
Persian gulf. The effect of this was to arouse one of those 
paroxysims of national jealousy which are at the bottom of all differ- 
ences between nations, and, as is not infrequent, this Jealousy was 
fanned by the belief that trade follows the flag and that, conse- 
quently, the hoisting of the flag means the closing of the commercial 
door in the face of other nations, 

Persia is au ancient country with great traditions and a great 
past. If the nations of Murope would combine to secure peace and 
freedom to its inhabitants, so far as 1s consonant with permitting it 
to work out its own destinies, they will do something toward help- 
ing to bring about what should be the goal of statesmanship, the 
federation of the world. So long, however, as their efforts are de- 
voted to increasing their own spheres of influence at the expense of 
their neighbors they are merely trading on their own temporary 
strength, and the time may come when this sphere of influence may 
be torn from their grasp, just as Persia itself has become but a 
shadow of its former greatness, This is the simple truth of com- 
merce Which is made to flourish upon war, and only as the nations 
learn to extend their commerce by generous and friendly strivings 
will the federation of the world begin to enter more into the caleula-
